fee to fund sewer expansion 


Upland has adopted a $950 
connection charge on new 
homes to raises money for 
expansion of the regional 
sewage treatment capacity. 

At their meeting. last 
week. council members 
passed a resolution that 
introduces the one-time- 
only connection charge May 
1 on each new house, mobile 
home. and apartment. unit 
linking up with the sewage 
system. 

Couneilman Bill. Bottin 
cast the sole vote against 
the resolution, saying he 
agreed with the principle of 
new growth paying for 
expansion of “sewage 
treatment facilities, but not 
with the amount. 

Figures will vary with the 
nu t of building permits 
Upland issues, but the 
charge will raise hundreds 
of thousands. of dollars 
annually in Upland for 
sewage-related uses — and 
add to the price of new 
homes. 

The ‘mayors’ committee 
of member governments 
within the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District 
recommended the $950 on 
April 12.

He also noted inflation 
rates for engineering 
construction for sewage 
treatment plants are

‘The connection charge 
was pegged at $700. when the 
Upland council discussed 
the subject in early January 


along with several smaller 
user fees, 

Upland council members 
stipulated that the city 
retain strict control over 
when the money collected 
through the connection 
charge should be 
transferred to Chino Basin. 

Travers said there are 
currently too many 
“‘unknowns’’.to project how 
much of the funds 
generated by the fee will 
remain in Upland for 
keeping up its sewer lines 
and how much will go to 
Chino Basin for plant 
expansion. 


New commercial and 
industrial development will 
not pay the connection fee, 
but Travers said the $950 
per new residential unit will 
cover sewage needs of 
business growth and noted 
new homes generally lead 
to new businesses.

Complaints by some residential 
developers prompted Upland 
officials to ask Monday morning 
whether ground rules in the city’s 
growth-management. plan need 
revision. 

At the breakfast workshop 
session, the council called for a 
meeting of city officials with 
representatives of the Upland 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Baldy: View Chapter of Building 
Industry Association for further 
review of growth-management 
procedures. 

City Manager Lee Travers and 
Planning Director Bill Young 
indicated concerns over the growth- 
management plan have been 
expressed mainly by developers 
unfamiliar with the system, which 
was adopted in June 1977. 

Discussion Monday centered on 
the city’s competitive point-rating 
system for determining which 
residential projects advance, what 
sort of suggestions city staff should 
give developers on how to improve 
their point totals and the time 
needed for such reviews. 

The growth-management plan 
allows 500 residential units to be 
forwarded annually for review and 
possible approval by the planning 
commission and city council. 

That total is down — matching the 
reduced regional sewage allocation 
for the city — from the 900 units for 
the last review year and 
competition in the quarterly point 
ratings has inereaadlt 

Points are assigned in staff 
review for a variety of factors — 
ranging from aesthetics to burglar 
alarms — with location and density 
playing key roles.

developed areas and those calling 
for lower than maximum densities 


_ pick up points. 


Young said the planning 
department encourages early filing 
of plans for each quarter and city 
staff gives the developers 
preliminary ratings ‘‘on where they 
stand.”’ 

Through time-consuming 
conferences with developers, staff 
members review how point totals 
could be increased. Young said only 
preliminary ratings are given until a 
filing period closes and that the staff 
tries to keep personal opinions out of 
talks with developers. 

Complaints alluded to by Young 
focus on the competitiveness of the 
ratings and staff recommendations 
that just meeting minimum 
standards of the city code is unlikely 
to win approval. 

Referring to the amount of staff 
time spent in reviewing plans with 
developers, Councilman Bill Bottin 
said, ‘‘I think we’re bending over 
backward.” 

He suggested making the ratings 
more a one-shot process, putting the 
“monkey on their backs.” 

Bottin and other council members 
later called for the meeting with 
chamber and Building Industry 
Association representatives. Ina 
Petokas and Frank Hoover were 
selected to represent the council, 
and Travers said the meeting may 
be held next week. 

City officials also discussed 
holding one meeting per quarter to 
answer questions from all 
developers submitting residential 
projects, replacing the more time- 
consuming separate discussions. 

Young expressed concern over the 
timing of such a meeting, noting 
Projects could be submitted after 
such a session is held, and that the 





meeting could increase the “auction 
feeling’ some developers have for 
the point-rating system. f 

He conceded the point-rating 
system is competitive. At times, a 
fraction of a point has made the 
difference in a project advancing 
and while an average of 125 
residential units advance each 
quarter. hundreds of others fall 
short. 


And Young said comments on the 
staff being ‘‘dictatorial’’ on calling 
for plan provisions beyond 
minimum code requirements have 
some basis. 


Referring to the city’s reputation 
for taking a close look at 
development, Young noted code 
minimums represent only a 
“starting point” in Upland. 


Asked about recommended 
changes, he said the present system 
gives developers the ‘‘best shot’”’ at 
improving their point totals without 
forcing changes that place projects 
out of their intended price markets. 


City Attorney Donald Maroney 
indicated, Upland has an objective 
basis for awarding points, adding 
that cities with more vaguely 
defined growth-management plans 
have been sued, 


Mayor George Gibson said 
changes contemplated in the 
growth-management procedures 
should not be made at the expense of 
ensuring quality development in the 
city. 


The council also. supported city 
staff in seeking traffic-control 
measures for development on 
Mountain Avenue and reviewed 
persistent problems the city faces 
over. grading. 


1,000-plus false crime alarms 
in Upland spur new ordinance 


Of the 1,183 burglary and robbery 
alarms the Upland Police Depart- 
ment responded to last year. only 10 
turned out to be actually connected 
with crimes. 

The 1,173 false alarms helped 
prompt the city council last 
week to pass an ordinance aimed at 
reducing a problem Police Chief Coy 
Estes sees as a drain on his 
department's manpower. 

Estes explained Thursday that the 
false alarms are more than a 
nuisance to the police department. 
He noted each alarm is treated as an 
emergency situation checked out by 
two officers in separate patrol cars. 

The 15 to 20 minutes the police 
chief estimated it takes patrolmen 
to investigate a false alarm adds up 
to about 650 man-hours annually 
when multiplied by 1,173. 

In a memo on the ordinance last 
month, Estes also noted, ‘‘Respon- 
ding to alarms is hazardous to both 
officers and citizens, due to the need 
for the officer to get to the scene as 
quickly as possible.”’ 

Upland’s ordinance scheduled to 
go into effect June 7 — revokes the 
permit needed to operate an alarm 
system after the fourth false alarm 
within a year. 

The ordinance requires a business 
or resident to surrender the permit 
and remove or deactivate the alarm 


system for six months. 
Subsequent revocations deny per- 


mits and use of alarm systems for a. 


year. 

Estes said most of ‘the false 
alarms come from businesses, not 
residences. 

He added, “I ‘think it’s very im- 
portant for a business to have an 
alarm system, especially those that 
are targets of robberies’’ because of 
the type of business, location and 
night hours. 

‘“‘We encourage alarms — all we 
want is for people to use them in the 
right manner.” 

Upland’s ordinance is patterned 
after one recently adopted in On- 
tario, and. Estes noted many cities 
are trying the ordinances-to reduce 
false alarms. An Ontario police 
representative said that city’s or- 
dinance has helped reduce. the 
number of false alarms. 

Estes. estimated 75 percent of 
false alarms in Upland are acciden- 
tally set off with the other 2% per- 


_cent caused by some kind of 


malfunction. 

The ordinance requires an alarm 
system be repaired to eliminate the 
malfunction before the system can 
be turned on again. 

Most alarm systems used by 
businesses are based ona subscriber 
service, linking the business. with 


the alarm services company rather 


than relying on the familiar bell 


ringing alarms, Estes noted. 
Alarm company. monitors ‘in, turn 


notify the police department when a i 


business alarm is touched off. 

Estes added that some 200 
business alarms are directly tied to 
the police department through leas- 
ed telephone lines. 

In the dispatcher’s room,.a yellow 
phone carries recorded messages 
giving the loeation where .an alarm 
has been. touched off. The same 
message is. given electronically by 
lights and sound for other 
businesses. 

Estes noted use of automatic 
alarm dialing systems is increasing. 
The Upland ordinance prohibits 
their use of the department’s:public 
telephone line or without some kind 
of “‘live answering service,”” such as 
a private alarm dispatch center.

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Trustees vote against 


eliminating sabbaticals 


On a split 3-1 vote, the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District 
trustees has voted against a 
staff recommendation to not allow 
sabbatical leaves for teachers. 

The action by the board came 
after two teachers in the audience at 
the board meeting urged trustees 
not to close off sabbaticals,for the 
1979-80 school year until alternatives 
-had been looked at. 

Trustees directed the district staff 
to return to the board with 
recommendations on how sab- 
baticals could be offered on the 
limited budget. The staff is also to 
check into the option of using 
college student interns at 2 low cost 
to replace teachers on leave. 

Sandra Picerno, one of two dis- 
trict teachers who filed for a sab- 
batical, urged board members to 
look at requests on their own merit. 

Picerno told the board she wants a 
sabbatical to enable her to become 


bilingual. She said she wants to be 
able to speak Spanish by attending 
school in Mexico and it would be 
‘impossible’ to do this without a 
leave. 

Teachers are given one-half of 
their normal salary while on leave, 
according to Mike Dirksen, district 
superintendent. Past policy limited 
the number of teachers taking sab- 
baticals to nine a year. 

Dirksen added that teachers nor- 
mally take sabbaticals when they 
are near or at the top of the salary 
scale. The cost to the district to 
grant someone at the top of the scale 
a leave would be more than $5,000, 
he said. 

Trustee Martha T. Chapman was 
the only one to vote that no sab- 
baticals be granted in the coming 
school year. Trustees Ray Sarrio, 
Charles Uhalley and Curtiss 
Bonneville voted against the plan 
not to offer sabbaticals. 


County supervisors to oppose 
requiring health service okay 


The county board of supervisors 
has decided it will oppose 
legislation that would require coun- 
ties to submit health services plans 
for state approval, 

The legislation is being considered 
by the Senate Health and Welfare 
Committee. Its chairman, Sen. John 
Garamendi, D-Walnut Grove, is the 
bill’s chief author. 

The supervisors chose to oppose 
the bill on grounds that it would 
deprive counties of their decision- 
making power over how to spend 
their dollars for health services. 

The legislation would require 
boards of supervisors to submit 
spending plans for public health, 
Medi-Cal and medical services for 
the indigent after public hearings 

The plans would then go to the 
regional health systems agency for 


clearance and to the state Depart- 
ment of Health Services for ap- 
proval. 


The plans would be similar to the 
ones counties now prepare every 
year for spending mental health ser- 
vices. 


In the latter instance, however, 
counties are preparing plans for 
spending state money, County Ad- 
ministrative Officer Earl Goodwin 
said. 


“That's totally different’’ from 
what the legislation would require 
with the three other plans, Goodwin 
said. The others involve money from 
several sources, including money 
that the supervisors have direct con- 
trol over.

One out of two marriages in United States fail

Last year 7,017 persons filed for 
divorce in San Bernardino County. 
That figure represents more than a 7 
percent increase over the previous 
year. 

A West End family counselor 
claims that one out of two 


Marriages in the United States now 
ends in divorce. 

There are many reasons why a 
man and woman decide to break up 
a marriage, according to three area 

professionals who deal with 
marriage and family matters. 

Traditionally there are three 
causes for divorce, according to

counselor and assistant professor of 
behavioral science at the University 
of La Verne. They are sex, finances 
and relatives. 

But, Leavitt said, ‘‘The real 
problem isn’t highlighted” as people 
become involved in ‘‘scapegoating” 
to avoid the issues. 

‘‘TIdealistic expectations and 
myths’’ are what Dor Wargin con- 
siders to be responsible for the high 
rate of marriage failures. Wargin is 
a Chaffey College marriage and 
family class instructor. 

Wargin said such myths and ex- 
pectations include ‘‘love will see us 


Other things that can cause 
breakups are: a couple trying to 
live up to other people’s expec- 
tations; failure to work hard at 
keeping a marriage together; two 
persons growing apart and a mis- 
understanding that can grow out of 
proportion. 

“A divorce follows the failure of 
the couple to deal with ...conflict,”’ 
said Wargin, who comes from a 
broken home. 

That is why it’s important for a 
person to act like his or her own per- 
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sonal lawyer in a relationship, he 
said. ‘‘Conflict is inevitable and a 
person must learn how to handle it.’’ 

Wargin feels if parents could show 
their children a more realistic view 
of problem solving it would help 
their children when they get older. 

Once a person has made a definite 
decision to get a divorce, there’s not 
much his or her mate can do to stop 
the divorce, according to Mrs. 
Howell. 

Next to the death of a spouse, a 
divorce can be one of the most 
stressful times in a person’s life, ac- 
cording to Wargin. 

“Loneliness is one of the most 
serious after effects of divorce,”’ 
Mrs. Howell said. 

Mrs. Howell, who has had a prac- 
tice in the West End for about 20 
years, said that it is most difficult 
for a woman following a divorce. 


Even in these times of equal 
rights for women, divorced women 
are not as readily accepted in social 
gatherings as men, she said. 

It is more acceptable for a man to 
get into social activities, she said. 

The best thing a divorced person 
can do is to keep busy and get in- 
volved in various activities, Mrs. 
Howell said. 


Setting some short range, Santly 
obtainable goals is one important 
thing a divorced person can do, ‘she 
said. If a man or a woman can get 
motivated to a certain point then his 
or her life will take hold, she said. 


Leavitt and Mrs. Howell both 
cautioned against getting into a se- 
cond marriage too soon following a 


divorce. Often times, old conflicts - 


will resurface in a new marriage, 
they said.

happy”’’ and, maybe the worst expec- 
tation, ‘‘my partner is all I need.”’ 
Marrying too young or too early in 
a relationship can be another cause 
of divorce, according to Leisla 
Howell, a clinical psychologist who 
works primarily with those who 
have divorce and marital problems. 
A person should wait and see if it’s 
going to be a ‘‘good, solid 
relationship” before jumping into 
marriage, Mrs. Howell suggested.

Goodwin declined to say what the 
fee may amount to, 


The fees are made possible by a 
1977 state law that was intended to 
help school districts raise money for 
temporary classrooms and other 
means of relieving overcrowding. 

The law requires counties and 
cities to charge the fees if school 
districts declare they are over- 
crowded and have taken all other 
steps to deal with the problem. A 
district's declaration could be re- 
jected only if it failed to show 
evidence of overcrowding. 

‘The law is pretty clear and it’s 
not within the total discretion of the 
board,’’ Goodwin told the super- 
visors Monday. 

The supervisors’ impending deci- 
sion would have its greatest local 
effect upon the Chino Unified School 
District. 

The district includes Chino, part 
of Ontario and the unincorporated 


Chino Hills, where many new homes 
are planned or being built. 


Supervisors’ Chairman James L. 
Mayfield declared he would vote 
against any ordinance authorizing 
the fee ‘‘because in effect, this is a 
tax.’’ Mayfield has been involved in 
building homes in his desert district. 


But Goodwin warned the supet- 
visors they may have no choice in 
areas with overcrowded schools. 
“The bottom line is that you could 
not issue building permits within 
school district boundaries’’ without 
the fee, he said. 

The board of supervisors assigned 
a task force to study the problem a 
month ago. It consisted of represen- 
tatives from the Building Industry 
Association of California, the county 
staff, and some. school 
superintendents and city managers.

Some choose to buy, not borrow 


Shops feed readers’ appetites 


Dreams, books, are each a world; 
and books, we know, are a substan- 
tial world, both pure and good. — 
William Wordsworth 


Books. From a small child to an 
80-year-old man, books are studied, 
scanned and read by young and old 
alike. 

A person can borrow books from a 
public library, such as the Ontario 
Public Library which has about 146,- 
000 different titles to choose from. 
Or, a person can go to one of the 
many bookstores in the West End 
and buy a new paperback book for as 
little as 95 cents. 

Some people do choose to buy 
books instead of borrowing them 
from a library. 

A major factor with people who 
buy their own books is the ‘‘joy of 

ossession.”’ according to JoAnne 
thalfant, part owner of the 
Bookworm of Upland, 229 N. Second 
Ave. Another reason, according to 
Chalfant, is that with popular books, 
libraries will have a limited number 
of copies and people will buy the 
book instead of waiting. 

There are books available on just 
about any subject imaginable: car 
customizing, doll collecting, poetry, 
science fiction, travel and cooking. 

‘T’ve been told we have the 
largest comprehensive selection of 
different books around,’’ said Irene 
Welton, manager of the Ontario 
Newsstand, 215 N. Euclid Ave., On- 
tario. 

Mrs. Welton said the bookstore 
has more than 20,000 different book 
titles in stock and they range in 
price from 95 cents for paperbacks 
to about $70 for more elaborate 
hardbound books and book sets. 

The average price for a hardbound 
book at the store is $10.95, she said. 
But ‘“‘no matter what the price, if 
people want a book they’ll buy it,”’ 
Mrs. Welton said. 

Both the Bookworm and Ontario 
Newsstand have tables with special 
sale books. 


For those who like to read but 
don’t want to spend much money to 
do it, there are some groups in the 
area where each person buys a book 
and books are traded around until 
everybody has read each book. 

Mrs. Chalfant said there are two 
such groups that go through the 
Bookworm to choose their reading 
matter. 

Each group has 12 persons, so, 
allowing each person a month to 
read a book, the person will have 
read 12 books in a year, having only 
paid for one. 

FedMart, 1333 N. Mountain Ave., 
Ontario, has a book section which 
features some of the best sellers and 
many paperbacks at discount — 
lower than the suggested retail 
price. 

Young people are the biggest 
buyers of paperbacks which cost ar 
average of $2.25, Mrs. Welton said. 

Both women said the stores have 
experienced a big increase in the 
number of children’s books sold. 

The Bookworm has a large 
children’s book. department with 
prices ranging from 59 cents to $15, 
Mrs. Chalfant said. 

Children’s paperbacks, which are 
relatively new, are popular with the 
Bookworm’s customers, Mrs. Chal- 
fant said. 

The Ontario Newsstand has ex- 
perienced about a 500 percent in- 
crease in the sale of books fur kids 
during the last eight years, Mrs. 
Welton said. ¥ 








“Children being made more 
aware of .reading in school,’’ is 
responsible for the increase of 
children’s book sales, Mrs. Welton 
believes. 

“‘Children bein made more aware 
of reading in school,”’ is responsible 
for the increase of children’s book 
sales, Mrs. Welton believes.

And youngsters aren't even the 
biggest buyers of comic books 
anymore, according to Mrs. Welton. 
Comic books, which now cost from 
40 cents to $2, are being bought by 
collectors who are mostly older 
men, she said. 

“It’s fascinating to see how 
reading tastes change: over the 


More sales of do-it-yourself books 
are reflecting increases in the costs 
of living, Mrs. Welton believes. 
Anything from fixing up a home to 
canning fruits and vegetables has 
been selling well, she said. 

One of the most popular subjects 
among book buyers right now is psy- 
chology or self-help books. Books on 
how to get your life in order are pop- 
ula at both bookstores. 

The idea created by advertising 
that people aren’t supposed to be un- 
happy, get old, or have problems 
seems to be the reason many people 
are buying self-help books, accor- 
ding to Mrs. Chalfant. 

Books don’t need details on sex or 
“outrageous things’’ to sell well in 
the West. End, according to Mrs. 


“The well-written good stories 
that. don’t deal with outrageeus 
things still sell very well in 
Upland,”’ she said. 


Both women agreed that any book 
receiving any type of media ex- 
posure, but especially television, 
does very well in sales. 


Another West End bookstore is the 
Magic Door, 142 E. Ninth St., 
Upland, which offers a number of 
used books and some rare editions.

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Cattle horse thefts

Bandits cash in

Soaring meat prices have caused 
an outbreak of cattle and horse 
thefts in San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles counties 

Hay, too, is being stolen by the 
double-trailer loads, said authori- 
ties, ; 
Two sheriff's detectives at San 
Bernardino County's West End sub- . 
station now are working almost full- 
time on such thefts 


Chino Basin, with an estimated 
300,000 head of cattle, is a profitable 
roaming ground for rustlers preying 
mainly on newborn to week-old 
Holstein dairy calves. 

Most thefts involve only one or 
two head at a time, a load for a pick- 
up truck or an old automobile with 
the back seat removed. 

But 20 head of less-than-week-old 
calves were rustled from one Chino 
dairy farm recently, according to 
Detective Chico Rosales of the West 
End substation. He and Detective 
Greg Herrick are working the rus- 
tling detail. 

Calf rustling, especially this time 
of the year when several hundred 
are being born each day, is the ma- 
jor thievery of the Chino Basin, they 
report 

In Los Angeles County, the trend 
appears to be to steal more mature 
animals, one or two at a time. Gen- 
erally, the animals are killed. and 
dressed on the spot. 

Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Of- 
fice has maintained a full-time rus- 
tling detail since 1912. Detective 
Sgt. Bill Bacon and Deputy Michael 
Bergamo are assigned to that detail. 

Horse thieves are becoming more 
brazen, they say, with the demand 
from France, Belgium and Japan 
for freshly slaughtered horsemeat. 
a diet staple in those countries. 

“It doesn’t make any difference if 
it’s a $200,000 thoroughbred or a $50 
backyard nag. They’re just looking 


‘ for a good, fat horse to steal and 



























































































































































sell,’’ said Bacon. 


Hay thefts of late in the Chino 
area have escalated, said Rosales. 

Thieves either steal a truck-trac- 
tor, or use their own to hook onto 
parked double-trailer loads which 
are whisked to Riverside or Los 
Angeles areas.

Hay now retails at $7 per bale, 
cheaper by the ton, and can be sold 
in a matter of hours, said Rosales 

Retail feed store owners realize 
hay offered at $4 a bale probably is 
stolen and call authorities if ap- 
proached. Rosales said some uns- 
crupulous horse trainers will buy 
hay at $4 per bale then charge own- 
ers $7. 

One reason thieves take calves is 
the animals have not been branded 
or had their ears notched with regis- 
tered notch marks. 

California’s Department of Agri- 
culture operates the Bureau of Liv- 
estock Identification with some 80 
brand inspectors. Dale Bookout of 
Corona Livestock Auction is an in- 
spector. 

One day a week, cattle to add to 
dairy herds are sold at the auction 
house, Four days a week, dairy cows 
no longer productive are sold. 

It’s Bookout’s job to check each 
driver's state certificate to trans- 
port and to check brands and mark- 
ings on all cattle delivered for sale. 

More than 38,000 brands are regis- 
tered in California. Bookout knows 
by sight hundreds of Chino Basin 
brands. 

Cattle haulers must carry official 
papers on animals they transport 
and can be stopped by law enforce- 
ment officers and ordered to pro- 
duce such papers. 

But, there are no such laws gov- 
erning the transport of horses. No 
enforcement officer can stop a driv- 
er hauling horses. 

Bacon said 746 horses from Cali- 
fornia were traced to a Phoenix, 
Ariz., slaughterhouse in 1976. 
“There’s no way of telling how 
many were stolen.”’ 

Horses sold in Los Angeles County 
bring about 23 cents a pound. But 
delivered to packers in Arizona, 
Texas, Oregon or Washington, the 
price jumps to 47 cents. 

Bacon said the horse population in 
Los Angeles County is roughly 
130,000. ‘‘That’s more horses than 
were in the entire state during the 
gold rush days.”’ 

Commercial grade cattle are 
bringing 50 cents a pound on the hoof 
now compared to ‘‘good’’ grade 
prices of 70 to 80 cents a pound. Two 
years ago, old dairy cattle were sell- 
ing for about 20 cents a pound.

Physical sciences summer progr 


Local high school 


students with a keen in- 
terest in the physical 
sciences are eligible to at- 
tend the Summer Science 
Program being held June 18 
through July 29 in Ojai.

Claremont college 
fills chancellor post 


CLAREMONT — In recognition of 
his many years of service to Clare- 
mont Men’s College, President 
Emeritus George C. S. Benson has 
been named the college’s first 
chancellor. 

Announcement has been made by 
board chairman Donald Wheeler, 
during the college’s annual faculty- 
trustee retreat in Ojai. 

The title, Wheeler said, was con- 
ferred because of the ‘‘many years 
of service and accomplishments 
that George Benson has given to 
CMC and in anticipation of ad- 
ditional ‘service and ac- 
complishments in the years t 
come.” : 

For 23 years the driving force 
behind Claremont Men’s College, 
Benson has been a college teacher 
for almost 50 years. He became the 
founding president of CMC in 1946 
after having taught at Harvard 
University, the University of 
Chicago, the University of Michigan 
and Northwestern University. 
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President Jack L. Stark, a 
member of the Class of 1957, said, 
‘During my undergraduate days, 
my impression of George Benson 
was that he was everywhere, 
teaching, raising money, inspecting 
new college buildings, meeting with 
students and flying off to 
Washington, D.C. He was building a 
college. My admiration and respect 
for George has grown through the 
years that I have worked with him. 
He is a man of intelligence, drive 
and. dedication, but even more im- 
portant may be his ‘capacity to 
tackle a job and get it done. It was 
he who gave the College a powerful 
forward thrust which gathers 
momentum as the years go by.”’ 

In 1969 Benson retired as CMC 
president to become the Deputy 
Assistant Secretary of Defense 
(Education).

Best sleeping aid may b

The average health food 
store may contain the 
secret of a good night’s 
sleep, an ae says. 

Dr. Cheryl L. Spinweber 
of the Naval Health 
Research Center in San 
Diego says many people 
plagued with sleeplessness 
can find relief in a dose of a 
natural substance sold in 
health food stores as a diet 
supplement. 

It’s called 1-tryptophan. 

Tryptophan (pronounced 
‘‘TRIP-toe-fane’’) is an 
amino acid found in milk, 
meat and other high-protein 
foods. Scientists say it’s a 
precursor, or activator, to 
serotonin, a natural sub- 
stance in the brain which 
triggers sleep. 

Unlike the habit-forming 
so-called sleeping pills, 
Spinweber says, the only 
‘trip’? in tryptophan is 
sleep. 

She says the best dosage 
of tryptophan is one gram 
(two 500-milligram tablets} 
with water or fruit juice 
half an hour before bed- 
time. 

“It takes effect between 
20 minutes and half an hour 
after it is taken,’’ 
Spinweber says. “In that 
period, you should 


- significantly begin to feel 


drowsy and fall asleep more 
quickly than usual.”’ 
Spinweber says tryp- 


| tophan is what she takes to| 


fall asleep on those rare oc- 
casions when she ex- 
periences insomnia. 

Almost everyone suffers 
from insomnia sometime in 
his life. More than 40 
million Americans suffer 
from it frequently — and 
spend some $140 million an- 
nually trying to go to sleep. 

Most of this money is 
spent on pills — barbituates 
like Seconal or benzo- 
diaszephines like Dalmane, 
Valium and Librium — 
which allegedly lose their 
effectiveness after several 
weeks. 

“Most of the products on 
the market today are 
depressants,’’ Spinweber 
says. ‘They help people to 
go to sleep more quickly, 
but they also alter sleep. 
They can make insomnia 
worse or during withdrawal 
periods lead to nightmares 
or vivid dreams. And 
Dalmane seriously in- 
teracts with alcohol and can 
be lethal in this way. 

‘Tryptophan doesn’t have 
these characteristics. It is a 
natural hypnotic which 
doesn’t alter sleep. It is so 
natural in so many ways 
that it’s probably the way 
the body regulates sleep.” 

She ‘says the recommend- 
ed one-gram dose of tryp- 
tophan is roughly 
equivalent to the same 
amount of tryptophan con- 
tained in a good-sized steak.

“Which is probably why 
people feel sleepy after a 
steak dinner,’’ she adds. 

A research psychologist, 
Spinweber, 28, is attached 
to the environmental 
physiology division of 
NHRC’s sleep lab — one of 
20 centers in the United 
States investigating sleep 
and its effects. The Navy is 
studying sleep in an effort 
to improve the efficiency of 
its personnel — especially 
those who work at night. 

Spinweber’s office is in 
San Diego Naval Hospital’s 
Building 36, where she is 
researching the effects of 
such things as diet, drugs 
and metabolism on sleep. 
She is a graduate of Har- 
vard and Cornell univer- 
Sities. 

Spinweber’s laboratory at 
Naval Hospital includes a 


polygraph console in a|/ 


special room adjacent to a 
“sleep room’ comtaining 
a electronically outfitted 
bed. While a subject sleeps, 
Spinweber or her 
assistants can monitor 
brain waves, pulse rates, 
blood pressure, eye 
movements and 
temperatures. Data ob- 
tained in this way is analyz- 
ed scientifically to deter- 
mine the effects of various 
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stimuli. 

Among the sleep dis- 
orders Spinweber and other 
researchers analyze is sleep 
apnea (gasps for breah 
which disturb normal rest), 
“restless leg’ syndrome, 
nocturnal myoclonus or 
‘Jeg jerk’’ syndrome, 
sleepwalking, night terror 
(accompanied by violent 
screams) and nocturnal 
epilepsy. 

No one knows what 
causes sleep — or what it 
does. Some scientists say it 
allows the brain and body 
cells to restore themselves, 
though studies indicate that 
bodily cells replenish 
themseives even while peo- 
ple are awake. Others say 
it’s part of the inborn 
biological, or Circadian, 
rhythm of humans and

Researchers begin 


state health survey 


Dr. Louis E. Mahoney, 
Health Officer for San Ber- 
nardino County, has an- 
nounced that a_ scientific 
research organization un- 
der contract with the State 
Department of Health Ser- 
vices has begun an impor- 
tant survey of the health of 
California residents, par- 
ticularly focusing on high 
blood pressure. 

The intent of the survey, 
which will include random- 
ly selected households 
within San Bernardino 
County, is to obtain vital in- 
formation on high blood 
pressure levels, treatment 
and control, with special 
emphasis on racial and 
ethnic groups. 

Beverlee A. Myers, 
Director of the State 
Department of Health Ser- 
vices, said the federally 
funded study eventually 
may help thousands of 
Californians avoid pre- 
mature death and illnesses 
associated with high blood 
pressure. Explained Myers: 

‘‘We estimate that more 
than 2 million adults in 
California may have high 


blood pressure, a disease 
known as the ‘silent killer’ 
because many who have 
high bood pressure have no 
hint of illness until they suf- 
fer heart attacks or strokes. 


“With prompt diagnosis 
and treatment, high blood 
pressure can be controlled 
and those who have it can 
lead vigorous, useful and 
productive lives. 


‘“‘The survey we are tak- 
ing makes a special attempt 
to determine the high blood 
pressure status of Blacks, 
Hispanics and Asians, 
groups which studies in- 
dicate may be especially at 
high risk.’’ 


The Westat Corporation, 
a scientific research survey 
organization under contract 
with the State, is conduc- 
ting the survey. A represen- 
tative household sample has 
been selected for interviews 
to be conducted from now 
through May, 1979. In addi- 
tion to the interviews, a 
blood pressure reading will 
be taken for each adult in 
the selected households.

ORDINANCE NO. 1202 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
UPLAND RE APPOINTMENT OF 
COMMISSIONERS, AND THE 
DUTIES, POWERS AND TERMS 
OF COMMISSIONERS 

The City Council of the City of 
Upland has determined that the 
best interests of the City would be 
served by broadening opportunities 
for service of the citizenry on the 
various and sundry commissions es- 
iablished by the City. To insure an 
optimum measure of citizen par- 
ticipation in local government, the 
Council has determined that. it 
would be appropriate to establish 
limitations on the terms of the com- 
missioners. 

The City Council of the City of 
Upland does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. Part 1 of Chapter 4 of 
Article II of the Upland Municipal 
Code is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

Part 1. Commissions. 

Section 2410.1. Appointment of 
Commissioners. 

The City Council shall have the 
power from time to time to create 
commissions which are either re- 
quired or authorized by the law 
made and provided and which are 
necessary or deemed advisable by 
the Council to carry out the 
governmental functions of the City 
in the best interest of its citizens. 
This Part shall apply to com- 
missions which have been establish- 
ed by the City and those which may 
be established in the future. 

Section 2410.3. The Mayor shall 
appoint the commissioners who 
shall serve on the various and sun- 
dry commissions established by the 
Council and which have been 
heretofore established by the Coun- 
cil with the approval of the Council. 
The term of each commissioner 
shall be four (4) years from the date 
of his appointment unless otherwise 
prescribed by a majority vote of the 
Council.. No commissioner either 
present or future shall serve as such 
commissioner for more than two 
(2) consecutive four (4) year terms 
without the approval of the Council 
by a 3/5th vote. 

Section 2410.5. Duties. 

The commissions established by 
the Council shall perform such 
duties and have such powers as may 
be established from time to time by 
the Council and as may be establish- 
ed from time to time by the laws of 
the State of California. 

Section 2410.7. Removal from Of- 
fice. 

Any commissioner, present or 
future, may he removed from office 
during his or her unexpired term by 
the Mayor of the City with the ap- 
proval of the majority of the City 
Council when in the sole discretion 
of the Council said removal ‘is 
deemed appropriate. 

SECTION 2. Part 2 — ‘‘Emergen- 
cy Organization and Function” of 
Article II of the Upland Municipal 
Code is hereby renumbered to read 
Part 3 — Emergency Organization 
and Function and all sections 
thereunder, namely Sections 2420.1 
through 2422.7 are retained as valid 
sections of the Upland Municipal 
Code under Part 3 — Emergency 
Organization and Function.
